VIOLENT FLUCTUATIONS 
In EXCHANGE. 


A study of the currency in China 

in recent months shows some ‘re 
markable fluctuations’ in exchange, 

which obviously must be very bad 
for trade. There is always a certain 
amount. of’ ‘confusion concerning 
currency in China, because there are 
two units, namely, the tael, which is 
a certain weight of: silver, ‘and the 
Mex, dollar. ‘The ~ difficulty of 
giving any exact figures concerning 
values is that’ the tael | and 
the dollar are not stable all over 
the country. At present the Eong- 
kong dollar: is rather over 5a, ia 
value, and has actually exceeded that 
of the gold American dollar, although 
it was always ‘supposed to be about 
half in value. To go back, we find 
that until 1853 the value of the dollar 
in China varied from 4a, ‘2d. to-4s.} 
10d., but. from 1853 until 1857 it was 
‘| ag high as 7s. 9d.’ After. that came 
the grest decrease’ in value, which 
was as low as 1s, 6d. in '1903.. And 
now we have a 5a. dollar, and there 
seems no more certainty that. it will 
not reach 7.-9d. “again than there |:
